cTHICS OF THE KITCHEN.

in the Blg Restaurants the Chef Ex.
erclises Military Discipline.

“The cooks employed by the four
or five big New York restaurants
form an interesting coterie,”” said
the old restaurateur.' “They are a
clannish set and guard the secrets
of their profession most jealously.
Like the best waiters, they are of
Swiss or French birth and have
lcarned all they know about cooking
on the other side. “Their esprit de
corps is remerkable, but Ferha 8 1o
more remarkable than the almost
nilitary. discipline which the chef
cxercises in his relations to his as-

sistants. ‘| !
“As ycu probably know, the
cooks, as a rule, receive so much a

month and ‘found’—that is, they
are given their meals. With their
meals they have what they want to
drink, am{ strange to say, it is gen-
erally beer. When the meal is ready,,
no one pits down until the chef has:
taken his place at the head of the ta-,
ble and given the signal, like fhe in-
terlocutor in a minstrel show. On
the chef’s right is seated the assist-
ant chef, and on his left iz the ‘on,
of the house,” provided that the pro-
prietor has a son, who is learning;
the business of restaurant keeping
from its practical side, and this is
not so unusual as it may appear.
“But to return to the chef. In
addition to being the absolute ruler
of the kitchen, he has the unique
distinetion of wearing a starched
cap, jacket and apron. , The other
cooks wear garments which are not
starched. The only other person
who is permitted to don starched
clothing is the son of the house. - If
one of the cooks, the sauce cook, for

the kitchen with his cap etiff and'
glou{oinstend of liminand dnll,!
somebody would be discharged, and
it wouldn’t be the chef. So you see
that there are.tricks in all trades,
and fraditions in all callings.”—

The following timely article is a
communication recently published in
the Kelanta Constitusion :

Editor Constitution : Not loog ago
you “‘repriduced by permission from
the New York World'« Sundsy Maga-
zioe'' an article by Mrs. Jefforsem
Davis or “Tho Humanity of Gen.
Graoe.” 2
, Mre. Davis has certainly depended
upon imegication and hearsay in this
enlogy on Graot. Speskiog of the
sword etory of Appomattox, she says :
“General Grunt did not keep itasa
trophy, 3at respectfully returned it to
tho hand which had made its fame as
deathless as that of Kxealibur.”! In
Graot's Memoirs, volume 2, page 494,
he says: “The much talked of sur-
rendering of Lee's nword and my
haodiog it back, this apd much more
that has been said about it is the
purest romasnce.” It was pure ro-
wanco about Graunt reeeiving the
sword, and it follows thet it was not
“rospectfally reiurned.”

In his memoirs, Gep. Grant says
that Gen. Lee told bhim that in tho
Confederate army the cavalrymen and
aruillerists owned their own horaes.
Gen. Grant was of opinion that the
war was about ecded; that most of the
Confederates were small farmers and
would nov ba able to make a crop
without ‘‘the aid of the horses they
were then riding.”” He said to .Gen.
Lee about the horses: “The United
States did not want them, and I would,
therefore, instruct the officers I left
behind to receive the paroles of his
troops to let every man of the Con-
federate army who olairned to own a
horse or mule to take the animal to
his home.” From this it will be seen
that Gen. Grant, acgording to his own
statement, was influenced by two
faots in allowing the Confederates to
retain their horsea, to wit: The horses
were the private property of the sol-
dier 3, and ‘“‘the United States did not
want Lhem.'' This means that the
horses would have bezn taken if they
had halonged ths Confederate
States, or they would have been taken
aoyway if the United States had want-
cd them.

This horse story has been told so of-
ten that no doubt some persons be-
lieve that Gen. Grant sent Gen. Lee's
soldiers home on horseback, but that
is not the case. When the surrender
came Gen, Lee had only 7,892 infan-
try with arms in their hands.

Before the parcles were made out
stregglers enough came up to run the
number up tp abont 26,000. OFf these
about 5,000 were cavalry and artillery.
Theu at least 20,000 men had to walk
home, and were not beneficiaries of
@rant's magnanimity. The men who
did ride home were allowed to keep
their horses only until they got in
good ocondition. Then treasury agents
s varmed through the country and car-
ried off every horse that had the
brand U 8. or U. 8. on it. But this
did not satisfy them, for they took
away every horna\ that some trifling
negro would say had bee: in the
army.

‘When_ it comes to magnanimous
treatment of  Confederates, Grant is
not to be classed with Sherman. Gen.
Bopjamin F. Butler states tLat there
was an agreement between Sherman
and his leading officers to provide a
ship at Charleston for the escape from
the conntry of Jefferson Davis and
